“I shall never live with ‘Brandy’ 
again,’’ Mrs. Brandenburg declared to 
a friend in New York. ‘‘We have been 
separated since June -12,-and with me 
it is final. He is a good fellow, but I 
shall never live with him again. I do 
not contemplate’ divorce proceedings 
just now, however.”’ 

According to Mrs. Brandenburg’s ac- 
count of the causes that led up to the 
present state of Brandenbure'’s domes- 
tic affairs, the trouble began at a camp- 
ing expedition to Greenwood Lake, a 
resort popular with New Yorkers, early 
in June. 


“Our camping party grew out of an 
early morning walk in Central Park,’’ 
explained Mrs. Brandenburg. “ ‘Brandy’ 
and I went up to the park one morning 
to give our dogs a walk.

Sheriff Herpel of St. Louis County 
Says that those persons arrested next 
Sunday for violating the Sunday-close 
ing law in the county will be locked 
up and not released on anybody's bond 
unless he is compelled to release them 
on a writ of habeas corpus from the 
Circuit Court. 

“I’m getting tired of saloon keepers 
going on the bonds of those arrested 
and having them released immediately 
after being taken in custody, only to 
return to the same offense,’’ said Sher- 
iff Herpel to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday. ‘I’m going to put every fel- 
low we arrest Sunday for violating the 
Sunday law in Jail, and they're going 
to stay there until the Court makes me 
release them. I think that will stop 
them. They have got to be good.”’ 


A week ago Gov. Folk directed the 
Attorney-General to see whether Sheriff 
Herpel could not be ousted for failure 
to enforce the Sunday closing law. As- 
sistant Attorney-General Kennish re- 
ported that action could be brought 
only in the Circuit Court at Clayton. 

Sheriff Herpel’s plan of action for next 
Sunday is similar to one which Chief of 
Police Frans of 8t. Joseph announced 
after a conference with Gov. Folk. Un- 
der the law Frans said he had learned 
he could put Sunday law violators in 
Jail and if habeas corpus proceedings 
were brought he could take 24 hours to 
answer. This would compel them to 
stay in Jail until Monday and thus pre- 
vent them from reopening Sunday fol- 
lowing a release on bail. 


BEER DISPENSED AS 
“JOE FOLK COFFEE.” 


Mighty cohorts of the thirsty wended 
their way from the precincts of St. 
Louis to their mecca, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, Sunday. They guzzled beer, gulped 
whisky and sipped various other de-

The “lid’’ was nearly all the way 
off and all that was necessary was to 
have the price. 

Strange ‘‘splits’’ were served custo- 
mers at Delmar Garden.

The dramshop department of 
i Suburban Garden was wide open, with 
a warm welcome behind the doors.

But that 
cost only 25 cents and few ever start 
out to crawl under the lid unless they 
are able and willing to drop a quarter.

ginger ale, seltzer or soda 
water splits, and if the listeners were 
wise, they ordered, They were served 
something so near a “high ball’ that if 
the real article were presented as a 
chaser, nobody could tell the difference.

Fireman Escapes Death by 
Jumping—Baggage Cars 
Go in Gully. 


TRINIDAD, Colo., July 16.—Passenger 
Train No. 7 on the Colorado & Southern 
Railway, carrying hundreds of Texas 
Elks to the convention in Denver, was 
wrecked three miles north of Forbes 
Junction, early today. Engineer Martin 
J. Cullen was killed and Fireman 
Charles T. Garrel] badlv hurt. 

That the whole train was not carried 
into the deep gully, resulting in serious 
loss of life, is probably due to the fact 


that it was running slowly on account 
of the recent heavy rains. 

The train ran into a landslide while 
rounding a curve and the engine rolled 
over, carrying the two baggage cars 
with it. None of the passenger coaches 
left the track. Cullen was caught un- 
der the locomotive and his body crushed 
to a pulp. Fireman Garrell jumped, 
thus escaping death. Though severely 
injured he walked three miles to Forbes 
and notified the officials here. 

Two special trains from the South, 
carrying Elks to the Denver convention 
are held here on account of the wreck.

LONDON, July 16.—Alfred Beit, the prominent South African 
financier, known as the Diamond King, and said to be the richest 
man in the world, died today. He had been in ill health for some 
time. 

Mr. Beit was born in 1853 at Hamburg. He was a life governor 
of the Debeers Consolidated Mines, a partner in the firm of Wern- 
her, Beit & Co., and a director of the Rand mines, Rhodesia rail- 
ways, Bechuanaland Railway Trust, Consolidated Company Bult- 
fontein Mine, and British Chartered South Africa Co.

When 
her husband, Grant Smith, rushed to 
her aid young McPherson opened fire 
on him and the doctor attacked him 
with a knife. Pierced by bullets and 
blade, Smith fell died in a few 
minutes, 

The McPhersons 
fed. Father and son, in a bugey, 
drove through South Knoxville, and 
an hour ahead of the pursuing police 
and deputy sheriffs, headed for the 
inountains of Sevier County. The fu- 
gitives stopped at Miss Winston's 
home, and to quiet the suspicions of 
any one who might see them, took her 
in the buegy. Three miles south of 
the city they halted at Dr. age te 
Wardell's home and aroused him for 
some purpose not explained yet. Dr. 
Wardell] went to his door and told the 
McPhersons it was outragcous to get 
him out of bed at that hour. They set 
on him and beat him nearly to death, 
und with Miss Winston drove away. 

Dr. Wardell managed to get to Dep- 
uty Sheriff Walker at Prospect. Walk- 
er came up with the McPhersons as 
they were alighting from their buggy 
at Prospect and told them they were 
under arrest. Without a word John 
McPherson fired at the Deputy. The 
bullet entered his breast and severed 
his spinal cord, raralyzing him, and 
he died in a few hours, 

The murder was done under Miss 
Winston's eyes, but she did not leave 
the buggy. It seemed that Dr. Mc- 
Pherson could not resist his profes- 
sional instinct, for he remained 
awhile and cared for Walker. The 
three then drove on into Sevier Coun- 
ty, where they left John McPherson. 

Dr. McPherson and Miss Winston 
returned here yesterday evening. She 
went to her sister's house, where she 
was arrested on the charge of aiding 
and abetting, in Walker’s murder.

Million Population Club Begins 
Campaign to Get Visi- 
tors to City, 





BARGAIN DAYS ARRANGED 





Excursions Will Be Held and 
Special Prices Quoted 
at Intervals. 





AFTER SUBURBAN TRADE 





Country Within 150-Mile Ra- 
dius of St. Louis Will 
Be Covered. 





Plans expected to bring millions of 
dollars’ worth of new trade to St. Louis 
business houses were outlined at a meet- 
ing at the Glen Echo Club of Hanford 
Crawford of Scruggs & Vandervoort, 
Henry Ittleson of the May Co., Charles 
Stix of the Grand-Leader, representing 
the retail merchants, and E. H. Kastor 


of H. W. Kastor & Sons Advertising Co., 
in charge of the publicity department of 
the Million Population Club. 

By the method laid out St. Louis will 
become the shopping center of the ter- 
ritory within a cadius of 100 miles. The 
concerted action of the retailers will se- 
cure this undeveloped field by the first 
campaign of the sort ever inaugurated 
in the city. 

Twelve railroads now have what may 
be classified as shopping schedules, as 
they enter the city before 9 a. m, and 
leave before 9 p. m. 

These roads traverse a territory of at 
least one million five hundred thousand 
people who should be brought into the 
city to do practically all of their buy- 
ing. With very little effort it will be 
possible to adjust rates in such a man- 
ner that the co-operation of the roads 
will result in a vastly increased traffic 
for shopping purposes. 

Local merchants’ recognize that St. 
Loulg has not been getting its proper 
share of suburban and country business. 
For the growth of the city to the mil- 
lion mark it is necessary that this be 
obtained, as Chicago, by a smiliar cam- 
paign, has gained its country business. 


Indorscd by Merchants. 


The plans® adopted at the Glen Echo 
conference have been presented to the 
principal merchants, and have met the 
hearty indorsement of Mr. Coutant of 


the William Barr Dry Goods Co., F. C. 
Lake of Nugent’s, Mr. May of the Fa- 
mous, Mr. Landau of the Globe and 
other prominent retailers. 

The Million Population Club as_ the 
executive body of the various business 
organizations will formulate and direct 
this campaign, and spend in its prose- 
cution, together with its campaign for 
the wholesaler and the “St. Louis la- 
bel,” $100,000 a year for the next four 
years. The campaign for local manu- 
factures will be directed along the line 
of familiarizing the public with St. 
Louis-made goods and increasing the de- 
mand for local products. 

This movement is already well under 
way. Thousands of circulars and book- 
lets have already been sent out. Thou- 
sands of dollars will b spent in creat- 
ing a sentiment that will reflect an in- 
creased demand for the output of St. 
Louis factories. 

The campaign for the retailer will be 
begun in September and'its main object 
will be the conquest of the 100-mile 
area that naturally belongs to the St. 
Louis merchant. 


Bargain Days Are Pianned. 


While the St. Louisan will be induced 
to patronize home goods, the country 
consumer will be reached by extensive 
advertising, by lowered railroad rates, 
by concerted bargain days, and will 
thus be brought into the city to do his 
purchasing. 
Both retailer and wholesaler have in- 
dorsed the plan of the Million Club to 
increase the population to the million 
mark by the natural development of the 
city’s business and—the consequent de- 
mand for labor of all sorts. 
It is estimated that the $100,0000 fund 
for the first year’s work will be raised 
b September. A great part of this 
afreaty has been rateed. 

he principal feature of the retailers’ 
cam will be the ‘Bargain Day.” 
E. . Kastor of the Advisory Commit- 
tee explained this as follows: 

“The consent and hearty co-opera- 
tion of the big stores already secured 
means that the retailers of St. Louis, 
great and small, will unite in holding 
a month! bargain day—a genuine 
bargain day—a day on which every- 
body in St. Louis that has anything to 
sell, will be willing to sell it at a 
reduced price. 


Will Bring Visitors. 


“Part of our campaign will be to 
advertise this bargain day through- 
out all the territory that lies within 
a radius of one hundred (100 miles) 
of the city: we will urge upon the 
railroads the wisdom of making bar- 
gain day rates; we will strive to have 
every place of amusement in St. Louis 
cut down the price of admission on 
bargain day.

Infirmary Patient Plunges 
Through Window While 
Nurses Rush Toward Him. 


Andrew Cernic, 25 years old, in the 
delirium of typhoid fever, freed him- 
self from the straps which bound him 
to a cot at St. Mary's Infirmary, hurled 
a chair through the screen from a win- 
dow and leaped headiong to the gran- 
itoid paved courtyard four stories be- 
low, the fall killing him instantly, Sun- 
day. 

Two members of the sisterhood which 
hae charge of the hospital were in the 
ward, in the west wing of the building, 
when Cernic jumped, but they could 
not reach him In time to save him. 

He was admitted to the hospital last 
Thursday, his symptoms being those of 
typhoid fever. Saturday he became de- 
Iirious and it became necessary to re- 
strain him by strapping him to the cot. 
Each wrist was secured tn a leather 
loop, and a third strap was fastened 


across his chest. 

After raving for several hours he be- 
came quiet early. Sunday morning and 
it was thought that he was asleep. 
The two sisters sat together at the 
other end of the long room. 

Suddenly the auiet of the dimly-light- 
ed room was broken by a loud crash, 





Hreaks Down Screen. 


The sisters started up and saw Cernic 
standing near a window with a chair 
uplifted. He had struck the _ screen 
frame once, and was swinging the chair 
for another blow. 

The sisters ran toward him, but they 
had gone only half the distance when 
he knocked the screen out, hurled the 
chair into space before. him and. plunged 


through the window. 

His body went hurtling to the pave- 
ment 60 feet below. When physicians 
and nurses went to the courtyard they 
found that Cernic was dead. His body 
Was taken to the morgue. 

In his delirium .he talked constantly 
of his money and once he said he had 
a’ wife and child in Hungary. 

A man who said he was Cernic’'s 
brother-in-law visited the patient Sat- 
urday. but did not give his name. He 
has not been at the hospital since Cer- 

c's death. 

ichael Yampolski of 2211 Franklin 
avenue said Monday that he sent Cer- 
nie to the hospital from 2138 Franklin 
avenue because the man said he was 
Sick, believed he was going to die

Ex-Gov. Bradley’s suggestion that “graft” should 
be made a study in the public schools places him in 
the front rank of muckrakers. He is, indeed, the 
muckraker extraordinary and would compel every 
public school teacher to become an instructor in 
moral pathology. 

He is on the wrong track. A child will never be 
made to love the good by showing him the ins and 
outs of the evil and the awful consequences of im- 
morality. The object of education is to elicit the 
best, to inculcate the truths of good, not the falsities 
of evil, and to generate a love of what is true, pure 
and right. If good can be made to sprout from the 
seeds of the knowledge of evil deliberately sown in 
the young mind we may as well give over all at- 
tempts at systematic education and leave the result 
to chance alone. But figs are not gathered from 
thistles nor grapes from thorns. The seed brings 
forth fruit after its kind. This is the law. 

It. is to reverse all the laws of the human mind 
to expect good character to spring from attention 
to immorality. The child is led to the best by show- 
ing him its beauty and use, by making him dwell 
upon it in thought until it permeates his whole 
character. Then he is good, and because he is good, 
he does good. If he dwells in thought too much on 
evil he becomes evil—his character is evil and he 
does evil. 

“Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, what- 
soever things are of good report; if there be any 
virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these 
things.” 

Nothing about graft there. The great psychol- 
ogist says nothing about thinking on wickedness. 
The babe will learn evil soon enough. It is not wise 
to thrust it into his head pedagogically. 
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The President has been “putting in his oar” a 
great deal in the last 12 months, and now he is 
rowing 10 miles a day. 
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MISUSE OF SLANG WORDS. 

President Stewart administered a well-deserved 
rebuke to officers Byrnes and Thompson for their 
unwillingness to testify to the wrongdoing of a 
brother officer. An intelligent notion of honor and 
robust moral sense do not require a conspiracy of 
silence among public servants for mutual protec- 
tion. 

But it is unfortunate that Mr. Stewart sanctioned, 
even by allusion, the misuse of the word “snitch.”

It is a small matter, perhaps, but words are 
thoughts and policemen ought not to be permitted to 
attach words to themselves and each other which 
ilo not belong to them.

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IS IT “GRAFT”? 
Aiter losing the armor plate contract by higher 
non-competitive bidding, the officials of the plants 
in the “Carnegie combine” who applied to the Secre- 
tary of War and the President for mercy, pardon 
and a restoration of part of their spoils, seem, from 
all accounts, to be restored to official favor in spite 
of the first. announcement that the contract had 


been awarded against them. 


This is a very serious matter. Perhaps its details 
cannot be fully understood until they have been 
fully brought out by a congressional investigation. 
From what has been made public, it appears that 
the Carnegie plant and the Bethlehem plant made 
bids in collusion as parts of a combination, the Car- 
negie bid being $370 a ton and that of Bethlehem 
company $381, as against the bid of $345 a ton from 
the independent Midvale company. 

It is charged that Midvale bids made before the 
present year have been ignored. If now a part of 
the contract is awarded to the independent company, 
which is thus accepted as the lowest and best. bid- 
der, while part of it is awarded to appease the high- 
est and worst bidders, nothing further is needed to 
show that the entire proceeding of calling for and 
opening sealed’ bids was farcical. As far as this is 
proven, the method of the award becomes legally in- 
defensible. 

The collusive bidding, charged {n the case as of 
long standing, is a violation of the anti-trust law 
and of other statutes as well as of the common law 
principle against conspiracy. 

President Roosevelt has made special studies of 
the corrupting influences of graft. in government. 
He seems to have a special call now to decide what 
difference, if any, exists between graft and this 
method of getting money from the treasury.

We are in the midst of an anti-monopoly crusade 
and Mr. Baulch’s employers are ostensibly not hos- 
tile to the movement. They are, indeed, pledged to 
competition, notwithstanding the Busch bill which 
has passed the Council grants privileges 
amount to a considerable monopoly.

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HEN Comedian Young emerged fearfully on the stage at Delmar Gar- 
den last night and was promptly hurled to its left front by Bari- 
tone Clark, the Ravennes of the ‘“Erminie” cast, the big audience 

saw a funnier Cadeaux than was even Francis Wilson at his best. For the 
Caddy of Young is a sort of irresistible Panhandle Pete, making you laugh 
by a continuous performance along broad farce lines that leaves you with 
aching sides by the time the last curtain falls. 

It seemed to be the verdict of last night's house that Young is far 
away better in this role than in any which he has thus far attempted during 
his Delmar season. His make-up is simply excruciating, his personal appre- 
ciation of the fun of Caddy is so genuine as tq be magnetically contagious, 
and his attention to the richly humorous details possible to the part is such 
that there isn't a moment when Caddy is on the stage that the house 
isn’t agitated by ripples of amusement caused by his almost self-unconscious 
work. And a player can’t achieve this in comedy unless he is temper- 
amentally so fitted into his role that it isn’t work at all. That's the way 
Young impresses you as the rascally and timorous Caddy—he's veritably alive 
in Caddy’s own skin for the time being. 

The most salient development of the night, indeed, was that ‘‘Erminie’”’ gives 
opportunity for such an advantageous casting of the Delmar company that it 
is doubtful if we shall again see the principals in guise so good. Clark, as 
Ravyy, enjoys the finest opportunity that has yet come to him, both for his 
talents in comedy and for the display of his excellent voice. Caecilia Rhoda, 
in the title role, looks particularly handsome, and sings the sweet Erminie 
score with delightful tone—purity and appealing sympathy.’ One of the pro- 
nounced hits of the new offering is made by William Herman West, as the 
giddy old Chevalier.de Brabazon, and William Riley Hatch is especially well 
suited with the role of the bluff and martial Marquis de Pouvert, Erminie’s 
father, making such a hit with his singing of “A Soldier’s Life’ in the first 
act that three encores were demanded. The Eugene of Tenor Rushworth was 
prettily acted and sung, his principal numbers, ‘‘Past and Future,” sung with 
Erminie, and “Darkest the Hour,” being admirably done. Stella Tracey makes 
a particularly fetching and vivacious Javotte, especially in her scenes with 
Arthur Conrad, as Simon; Jennie Opie is radiant and unctuously comic as 
the crinolined old Princess de Grampeneaux, and Pearl Revare is seen for the 
first time in a dignified role calling for powdered hair and court manners, her 
Cerise making a dainty impression along miniature lines. Several members of 
the chorus are cast for speaking parts and measure up very acceptably to the 
proper standards. 

But the fun of the story centers always in the two vagabonds, Ravvy and 
Caddy, and hence it is Messrs. Clark and Young who carry “Erminie’’ on to 
its inevitable big hit this week. They do the finest of team work, and their 
especial songs, ‘“‘Downy Jail Birds of a Feather,” and “What 
Dickey Birds Say’ fairly carry the house off its feet with the infection of fun 
in melody. Young's by-play in the first number brought roars of laughter 
such as I do not remember to have heard for many a long day, and in his 
scenes with Jennie Opie as the old Princess he was uproariously funny. 

The song hits of the production inevitably fell, however, to Erminie her- 
self, and Miss Rhoda was in the best of voice. Her several numbers, ‘““When 
Love Is Young,” the exquisite ‘“‘Dréam Song,’’ the ‘‘Lullaby,’’ the second 
act finale, ‘Join in Pleasure,’' and her leading of the beautiful chorus in the 
third act, “Good Night,’’ provoked the greatest enthusiasm, and she was 
given recall after recall. 

The week's performances of ‘‘Erminie’’ will be for the benefit of the Post- 
Dispatch Free Ice and Pure Milk Fund, a large proportion of the receipts go- 
ing to help the good work of relieving the summer sufferings of the children 
of the tenement districts. In despite of the steady downpour of rain last night 
there was a big house, and the excellence of the offering, together with the 
appeal of the good cause in which it is enlisted, should mean crowded 
houses throughout the week. 


AMELIA BINGHAM IN’ ‘MRS. JACK.” ) 

“Mrs. Jack,” the bill for the closing week of Miss Amelia Bingham’s 
Ragement at the Suburban Theater, should be one of the most popular of 
plays presented during her stay there. It was last seen in St. Louis at 
Century, with Miss Alice Fisher in the title role. 

“Mrs. Jack” is not a particularly well constructed play, but it is funny.

Walter Gilbert's work as Markey Deaves was a delight. His previous ef- 
forts with Miss Bingham had made his admirers sorry that he was not cast 
for the part of Napoleon in ‘Mme. Sans Gene,’’ and after his excellent per- 
formance last night this regret was increased. The man who could do two 
such capital character parts as Gilbert did as Strong, the reformer in “A 
Modern Magdalen,’’ and Markey Deaves in ‘Mrs. Jack,’’ is certainly versatile 
enough to do Napoleon, who was after all merely a false alarm with a 
‘glamor. 

Miss Lisle Leigh as Mrs. Hilda Pointer had a strong part and played it 
well. Some day she will make a hit aS a real villainous villainess. Morris 
McHugh’s characterization of Brinsley Boone, the actor, was farcical, but 
it was funny. It was not the real thing at all, but it was what the audi- 
ence wanted. Miss Adelyn Wesley as Mrs. Ann O'Hara was a capita! Irish 
woman.

In March it pleased my friends in the 
craft to joke me about my insistence 
that McCloskey needed not one man or 
two, but seven or eight regulars. And, 
my dear friend, the anonymous letter 
writer was busy as a hungty chicken 
scratching pay offal. — 

That was in March. Now itt is Au- 
gust. Is their hind sight any better 
than my foresight? I shall be very 
much ashamed of myself if it is. 


Of course, I was dubbed a “knocker.” 
For what? For doing what all *‘knock- 
ers’’ have always done, telling the 
truth. For when I see that a man can- 
not play ball or cannot ride or run or 
jump or box or wrestle I cannot bring 
myself to say that he can do any or 
all of these things. I know it is all 
right to be a good fellow and to praise 
and speak well of people and come the 
“All right, old boy, we are all good 
fellows together,.”’ and all that absurd, 
silly old rot. What does ft all result 
in? 

That eventually the critic is made to 
look like a fool. That his opinion must 
be taken by his readers as not worth 
the proverbial 30 cents. That when he 
does say a player is capable his readers 
cannot go forth and bet upon it. And 
that If he knows better, and most of 
them do, -he Is deceiving his readers tn 
order that he may be called a good 
fellow in the inner circles of his imme- 
diate acquaintance. 

It is absurd, this jolly and undue 
praise of Inferior performers. It does 
them no good. I have never known a 
man who needed kind press notices who 
was worth the powder necessary to toss 
him to Tophet. Take Hartzell, for tn- 
stance. He was the only man for whose 
sake McAleer bent the hinges of the 
knee and besought kindness, tolerance 
and fair speaking. He got ft. Did it 
make him a ballplayer? And it never 
will. 

Then praise and assistance rendered 
to the unworthy is unfair to the de- 
serving and capable. Every inferior 
man held in position by favor is in- 
juring a superior man held out of it 
by disfavor. 

And what of the journalistic critic 
who indiscriminately sliavers praise up- 
on the worthy and unworthy alike? He 
proclaims the good and the bad with 
equal fervor. He pronounces so many 
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bad men good that when he does pro- 
nounce a really worthy man goed his 
dictum is taken in the inverse ratio, 
and his unfortunate anq misled read- 
ers overjudge their guide and pronounce 
his protege bad. é 

So at the grave risk of being du 

‘knocker’ I shall continue to render 
praise only where praise is dearly due. 
And I want every reader of the Post-e 
Dispatch to know that when it pro 
nounces an athletic performer first- 
class he or she can go bet that is 
first-class. They may lose, but if they 
do it will be through the faulty judg~ 
ment of the critic, not through his in- 
clination abominably ‘to “spread the 
salve."

PITTSBURG, July 16.—The taking ot
